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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

1 . Amendment filed September 18 2002 is acknowledged. 

2. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

3. Newly added claims 14-23, copied from U.S. Patent 6,290,147 claims 1-10 to 
Bertrand et al., in an attempt to invoke interference, is acknowledged. Claims 14, 15 
and 20-23 have not been treated on the merits. 

4. Translation of Swiss priority document 1777/99 (filing date September 29, 1999) 
filed September 18, 2002 is acknowledged. 

Drawings 

5. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the "reset mechanism" 
(stops 5e and stop cam 5f) recited in claims 1,8,9 must be shown or the feature(s) 
canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should be entered. 

A proposed drawing correction or corrected drawings are required in reply to the 
Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. The objection to the drawings 
will not be held in abeyance. 
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Specification 

6. The specification is objected to as failing to provide proper antecedent basis for 
the claimed subject matter. See 37 CFR 1.75(d)(1) and MPEP § 608.01 (o). Correction 
of the following is required: claim 1, "reset mechanism." 

7. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: reference to 
claim 1 on page 2, line 4. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

8. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

9. Claims 16-19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the. written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to 
one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, 
had possession of the claimed invention. The disclosure, as originally filed, does not 
disclose "an outwardly-inclined ramp on said control member and a cooperating 
projection on said valve body" recited in claim 16. 

10. Claims 1-13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 
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Claim 1 recites the limitation "a rotating cover" in line 9. This appears to be a 
double inclusion of the "reset mechanism" recited in line 7. Since the specification fails 
to provide antecedent basis for the term "reset mechanism," it is uncertain what 
elements are being defined by the recitation "reset mechanism." Therefore, the metes 
and bounds of the claim cannot be determined.
